Some  Benefits  of  the  BSU  Program 

Judy  Cass  wanted  to  share  a  few  of  the  benefits  ISD  has  received  from  the  Ball  State  Participant  Program 

as  identified  through  the  interaction  of  Outreach  staff  with  other  schools,  agencies  and  organizations. 

1.  Many  teachers  around  the  state  are  former  BSU  participants.  ISD  receives  many  referrals  and 
much  support  from  these  teachers.  So  much  that  a  common  complaint  from  parents  of  oral 
students  is  that  ISD  runs  the  BSU  Deaf  Education  Program.  Therefore,  the  BSU  program 
presents  a  bias  toward  BiBi  and  ASL.  (For  some  of  you  "old  timers"  this  sounds  familiar  only 
in  the  reverse,  doesn't  it!) 

2.  Michelle  Reine,  former  BSU  participant,  is  the  UNHS  (Universal  Newborn  Hearing 
Screening)  Intake  Coordinator.  She  is  instrumental  in  the  development  of  the  pilot  ED 
(Eligibility  Determination)  team  concept.  This  pilot  will  send  all  families  of  babies  identified 
as  having  a  possible  hearing  loss  through  the  ED  team  for  eligibility  and  service  needs 
determination.  The  ED  team  is  composed  of  Holly  Geeslin,  Jodee  Crace,  and  Shannon 
Stafford. 

3.  Azar  Hadadian,  Coordinator  of  the  BSU  Participant  Program,  has  become  a  strong  advocate 
of  BiBi  education  and  asked  Louise  Fitzpatrick  specifically  to  serve  on  a  national  committee 
developing  online  training.  The  committee  is  focusing  on  the  area  of  providing  appropriate 
services  to  families  of  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing  infants  and  preschoolers  in  the  area  of  early 
childhood  education.  The  committee  is  supported  through  a  grant  and  includes  mostly 
persons  with  Ph.D.s.  Azar  decided  that  the  committee  did  not  have  enough  Deaf  people  on  it 
and  requested  Louise  to  serve.

Remembering  September  11 

Coping  with  the  loss,  death,  and  grief  associated  with  the  terrorist  attacks  of  September  11,  2001,  is  a 
process,  not  an  event  (National  Association  of  School  Psychologists.  2001a:  Pfohl,  Jimerson,  &  Lazarus, 
2002;  Wolfelt,  2002).  Thus,  it  is  critically  important  for  professional  educators  working  with  acutely 
traumatized  students  to  continually  consider  how  to  help  youth  deal  with  lingering  reactions  to  these 
national  tragedies.  In  particular,  the  one-year  anniversary  of  these  attacks  will  present  unique  challenges  to 
this  coping  process.  This  article  identifies  these  challenges,  and  presents  ideas  and  resources  to  facilitate 
healthy  coping  and  healing.  These  suggestions  will  be  especially  important  for  educators  working  with 
students  who  either  witnessed  the  events  of  September  11th  or  had  close  relationships  with  victims  of  the 
attacks.  However,  this  article  also  gives  guidance  to  educators  working  with  students  who  were  not  acute 
psychological  trauma  victims. 

The  “Anniversary  Effect” 

The  intensity  of  traumatic  memories  and  crisis  reactions  typically  fades  over  time.  However,  memories  of 
a  traumatic  event  never  completely  go  away,  and  a  variety  of  life  events  can  re-trigger  intense  reactions  to 
the  trauma  (Young,  1998).  For  example,  it  is  not  unusual  to  observe  sudden  changes  in  behavior  and 
emotions  as  survivors  approach  the  one-year  anniversary  of  a  traumatic  event.  This  “anniversary  effect” 
may  find  survivors  (including  both  adults  and  children)  re-experiencing  many  of  the  same  intense  feelings 
and  reactions  that  were  associated  with  the  original  trauma.  Individuals  who  have,  as  a  result  of  the 
traumatic  event,  developed  Post-traumatic  Stress  Disorder  (PTSD)  are  particularly  vulnerable  to  the 
anniversary  effect.  The  person  with  PTSD  may  be  symptom  free  for  many  months,  but  then  begin  to 
display  related  symptoms  as  anniversary  events  approach.  Not  surprisingly,  existing  symptoms  tend  to 
occur  more  intensely  and  frequently  at  these  times  (Matsakis,  1994;  Smith,  1996).  This  reality  can  come  as 
a  surprise  to  both  trauma  victims  and  their  caregivers  who  may  have  just  begun  to  believe  that  their  lives 
have  returned  to  normal  (National  Institute  of  Mental  Health.  2001:  National  Organization  for  Victim 
Assistance.  2001).  Cynthia  Monahon  (1993)  has  suggested  that  underlying  a  child’s  anniversary  reactions 
is  the  fearful  sense  that  the  trauma  might  recur.  This  fear  may  be  especially  acute  on  the  anniversary  of  last 


year’s  attacks  given  that  national  leaders  have  suggested  future  acts  of  aggression  to  be  a  very  real 
possibility.  Thus,  it  is  particularly  important  to  be  prepared  to  help  our  young  people  cope. 

Anniversary  Reactions 

As  the  anniversary  of  last  September’s  attacks  approaches,  educators  should  expect  that  children  they  care 
for,  as  well  as  themselves,  may  display  many  of  the  same  crisis  reactions  demonstrated  immediately  after 
the  attacks.  Thus,  to  the  extent  that  initial  reactions  were  acute  there  will  be  more  of  a  need  to  prepare  for 
anniversary  reactions.  Conversely,  to  the  extent  that  initial  reactions  were  minimal  there  will  be  less  of  a 
need  for  such  preparation. 

Not  surprisingly  anniversary  reactions  appear  to  occur  more  frequently  among  individuals  with  greater 
exposure  to  the  traumatic  event  (Morgan,  Kingham,  Nicolaou,  &  Southwick,  1998).  They  may  include 
emotional  numbness,  fear,  guilt,  anger  and  resentment,  depression  and  loneliness,  isolation,  physical 
symptoms  of  distress,  and  an  inability  to  maintain  normal  activities  (Office  for  Victims  of  Crime.  20011. 
Other  relatively  rare  anniversary  reactions  include  suicidal  and  homicidal  thinking,  and  psychosis  (Gabriel, 
1992).  In  some  cases,  anniversary  reactions  may  indicate  unresolved  grief  or  incomplete  mourning 
(Azarian,  Miller,  McKinsey,  Skiptchenko-Gregorian,  &Bilyeu,  1999;  Gabriel,  1992;  Smith,  1996). 

It  is  possible  for  the  anniversary  to  digger  delayed  onset  PTSD.  Given  this  possibility,  educators  and  other 
caregivers  should  be  especially  sensitive  to  symptoms  of  this  disorder.  According  to  the  American 
Academy  of  Child  and  Adolescent  Psychiatry  (2000) ,  these  symptoms  include: 

•  School  refusal  and  excessive  “clinging” 

•  Persistent  fears  related  to  the  catastrophe 

•  Sleep  disturbances  such  as  nightmares,  screaming  during  sleep,  and  bedwetting 

•  Irritability  and  loss  of  concentration 

•  Being  easily  startled  and  jumpy 

•  Atypical  behavior  problems 

•  Physical  complaints  for  which  a  physical  cause  cannot  be  found 

•  Withdrawal  from  family  and  friends 

•  Sadness,  listlessness,  and  decreased  activity 

•  Preoccupation  with  the  events  of  the  disaster

Special  education  teacher 
shortage  now  critical 


The  special  education  teacher  shortage  in 
the  United  States  has  reached  a  critical 
level.  According  to  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education  (.DOE),  last  year  98  percent  of 
school  districts  reported  a  special  education 
teacher  shortage.  About  13  percent  of  those 
positions  remained  vacant  or  were  filled  by 
uncertified  employees. 

,  While  these  shortages  are  severe,  the  number 
of  professors  who  train  future  special  educa¬ 
tion  teachers  also  is  shrinking. 

•‘The  DOE  estimates  we  will  need  more  than 
200,000  new  special  educators  during  the 
next  five  years,  but  colleges  and  universities 
have  the  capacity  to  prepare  only  about  half 
that  number,"  according  to  a  July  report  by 
the  President's  Commission  on  Excellence  in 
Special  Education. 

Currently,  about  1 1  percent  of  special  educa¬ 
tors  leave  the  field  each  year. 

School  districts  are  employing  many  strategies 
-  from  signing  bonuses  to  student  loan 
forgiveness  -  to  recruit  new  teachers.To 
increase  retention,  districts  are  emphasizing 
professional  development,  administrative 
support  and  mentoring. 

The  Commission’s  report,  "A  New  Era,"  recom¬ 
mended  extensive  professional  development 
networks,  mandatory  special  education  field 
experiences  for  education  students,  an 
emphasis  on  hiring  and  training  professors, 
and  a  reduced  amount  of  paperwork  for 


teachers,  it  also  called  on  states  and  school 
districts  to  devise  innovative  approaches, 
including  differential  or  performance-based 
pay  scales.

Best  Buddies  works  with  the  same  clientele  as  Special  Olympics,  except  that  instead  of 
athletic  interaction,  we  provide  social  interaction,  which  is  valuable  in  allowing  those  with  intellectual  disabilities  to 
become  fully  integrated  into  society  as  active  members  of  their  communities. 

Best  Buddies  has  six  unique  programs:  Best  Buddies  Jr.  High,  Best  Buddies  High  School,  Best  Buddies 
College,  Best  Buddies  Citizens,  Best  Buddies  Jobs,  and  e-Buddies. 


Best  Buddies  Indiana  provides  three  of  these  programs: 

*  Best  Buddies  High  Schools,  which  matches  a  Special  Education  student  into  a  Buddy  Pair  with  a  Regular 
Education  student.

"If  I  had  to  start  on  my  degree  from  scratch,"  continues  Lyle,  "I  would  do  it  entirely  online.  The  online  format  is 
interactive  and  dynamic,  and  it  helps  engage  and  encourage  the  student.  There  are  so  many  new  tools  online, 
whether  it's  the  complete  text  of  a  Shakespeare  play  or  access  to  scholarly  journals,  artworks,  or  music  -  all  at  4:00 
in  the  morning  if  that  is  what  you  need." 

Courses  leading  to  the  online  Bachelor  of  General  Studies  are  approved  by  their  respective  Indiana 
University  academic  departments  and  are  taught  by  departmentally  approved  faculty  and  instructors.  Current 
offerings  include  courses  in  anthropology,  business,  classical  studies,  communication  and  culture,  comparative 
literature,  computer  science,  criminal  justice,  economics,  English,  fine  arts,  geography,  geological  sciences,  history, 
philosophy,  political  science,  religious  studies,  and  sociology.

Tami  Hossler  informed  the  group  that  the  meetings  will  be  held  every  other 
month  this  year.  The  first  meeting  and  the  last  meeting  will  combine  all  departments  in  the  Multi- 
Purpose  Room  at  3:30  p.m.  The  other  meetings  will  be  held  in  their  own  departments. 

II.  Athletics:  Brian  Bippus 

1.  Fall  sports  include  football,  volleyball,  cheerleading,  and  cross  country  for  High  School.  Middle 
School  has  football,  cheerleading,  and  volleyball.  Sports  in  the  winter  for  both  High  School  and 
Middle  School  include  swimming,  wrestling,  basketball,  and  cheerleading.  Spring  sports  for  both 
High  School  and  Middle  School  include  track.  Fourth  graders  may  participate  in  Middle  School 
sports. 

2.  There  are  several  big  events  planned  for  this  year  including: 

a.  The  Spike-Out  at  the  Texas  School  for  the  Deaf  for  the  Volleyball  Team  which  will  take  place 
the  last  weekend  of  September. 

b.  The  Clerc  Classic  Boys’  and  Girls’  Basketball  Tournament  hosted  by  the  Deaf  School  in 
Fremont,  California  which  will  take  place  the  second  weekend  in  December. 

c.  The  CSSD  Track  and  Field  hosted  by  ISD  the  first  weekend  of  May. 

3.  Most  of  the  above  activities  will  be  sponsored  by  a  funds  raised  by  ISD  volunteers  who  worked 
concessions  at  the  Indianapolis  Motor  Speedway. 

4.  Student  Life  is  working  on  sports  activities  for  Elementary-aged  children  at  ISD.  Please  contact 
Debbie  Fetzer  for  more  information  in  the  Dean  of  Student  Life  Office. 

III.  Preschool:  Diana  Battiste 

1.  Preschool  has  31  students,  six  teachers,  one  P.E.  teacher  and  six  teacher’s  aides  this  year. 

2.  Last  year,  Diana  Battiste  and  the  Preschool  teachers  met  with  staff  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
in  regards  to  using  a  technique  for  students  called  the  “Project  Approach”.  This  approach  allows  for 
in-depth  investigation  of  topics  meaningful  to  young  children.  Four  classes  in  Preschool  are  currently 
investigating  the  topic  of  water  and  will  be  working  with  Middle  School  staff  and  students  on 
renovating  the  Preschool  courtyard  and  fishpond. 

3.  The  SODA/CODA  Program  will  begin  the  week  of  September  30  -  April  24th  as  long  as  there  are 
available  openings  in  the  age- appropriate  class.  Parents  must  volunteer  while  their  hearing  child  is  in 
class.  Please  check  with  Diana  Battiste  on  this  if  you  are  interested  in  this  program. 

IV.  Elementary:  David  Geeslin 

The  Elementary  School  has  97  students  and  seven  new  teacher’s  aides.  Some  of  the  new  things 
happening  in  Elementary  are: 

1.  Reading  Aloud  Program:  Teachers  read  to  the  students.  This  helps  students  with  predicting, 
rhythm,  details,  etc. 

2.  Harcourt  Brace  is  the  new  Language  Arts  textbook  series  that  was  recently  adopted  by  ISD  staff 
and  parents.  Next  year,  there  will  be  a  new  textbook  adoption  for  Social  Studies, 

3.  All  students  should  be  dropped  off  at  the  back  of  the  Elementary  School  and  picked  up  there 
after  school.  A  paper  was  sent  home  explaining  this. 

4.  Good  Touch/Bad  Touch:  This  program  explains  inappropriate  touching  to  students.  It  helps 
explain  what  is  appropriate  and  by  whom  and  what  is  not  appropriate.  This  is  all  taught  in  an  age 
sensitive  manner. 

5.  Looping  System:  Elementary  continues  to  use  the  looping  system.  This  means  that  students 
have  the  same  teacher  for  first  and  second  grade  and  the  same  teacher  they  had  in  third  grade  for 
fourth  grade.  Class  rotation  begins  in  fifth  grade  to  prepare  students  for  Middle  School. 

Parents  suggested  two  items  to  Elementary: 

1 .  Hearing  parents  need  help  with  basic  homework  signs.  They  would  like  to  have  a  class  for  this  or 
a  videotape.  Bob  Kovatch  will  have  Gary  Mowl  follow  up  on  this. 

2.  Parents  would  like  information  on  where  to  find  interpreters.  Debbie  Fetzer  volunteered  to 
develop  a  flyer  to  be  sent  out  to  all  parents. 

V.  Middle  School:  Glenda  Zmijewski 

Gleanda  Zmijewski  is  the  Interim  Supervising  Teacher  this  year.  She  reported  that  Middle  School 
currently  has  58  students.  New  programs  in  Middle  School  include: 

1.  “How  Kids  Learn”:  Department  meetings  and  in-services  are  being  provided  to  MS  Staff  on  how 
to  motivate  and  inspire  students. 


2.  “Reading  Aloud”:  Teachers  will  continue  the  Read  Aloud  Program  into  Middle  School  using 
stories  above  grade  level. 

3.  Readers’  Theatre:  Teachers  will  set  up  a  Readers’  Theatre  and  will  model  for  students  taking  over 
characters’  roles.  Once  the  students  understand  the  concepts  behind  the  theatre,  they  will  take  this 
over.  This  helps  with  reading  English  and  translating  to  ASL. 

VI.  High  School:  Bob  Kovatch  reporting  for  Linda  Lloyd 

1.  Bob  Kovatch  reported  that  there  are  currently  130  students  in  High  School  (eleven  new  students). 
P.E.  teacher,  Jackie  McBroom,  has  retired.  Rusty  Crace  has  been  hired  as  a  long-term  substitute 
teacher  in  the  Math  Department. 

2.  Ten  students  are  taking  classes  at  Arsenal  Tech’s  Vocational  Center.  They  leave  at  7:30  a.m.  and 
are  back  for  third  period.  Classes  include  art,  automotives,  foods,  computer  repair,  etc. 

3.  Fall  Student  Recognition  Assembly:  This  assembly  was  held  and  recognized  accomplishments  of 
students,  class  officers,  student  organizations,  teams,  and  coaches  over  the  summer  and  this  fall. 

4.  In  recognition  of  September  1 1  and  those  that  lost  their  lives,  Middle  School  and  High  School 
students  held  a  program  on  “What’s  Great  About  America”.  They  performed  poems  and  skits. 

5.  Monthly  Celebration  of  School  Subjects:  A  subject,  for  example  History,  is  selected  by  the  High 
School  and  is  celebrated  for  one  month  in  all  the  High  School  Departments.  Halls  are  decorated  and 
classes  try  to  incorporate  the  subject  into  their  own  classes. 

6.  Student  Accomplishments:  Throughout  the  year,  stars  will  show  up  throughout  the  High  School. 
On  each  star,  a  student’s  name  will  appear  in  recognition  of  their  accomplishment.  This  will  continue 
until  May  2003. 

7.  “Drop  Everything  and  Read”:  Throughout  the  school  year,  the  High  School  Dept,  will  participate 
in  the  Drop  Everything  and  Read  Program.  Students  and  Teachers  will  be  informed  that  this  will  occur 
on  a  specific  day.  When  this  occurs,  teachers  and  students  will  stop  what  they  are  doing  and  read  or 
write  for  15  minutes.  This  is  part  of  the  School  Improvement  Plan. 

8.  Student  Parking:  Day  students  are  now  permitted  to  park  in  a  designated  area  in  the  Main  Building 
Parking  Lot. 

VII.  Guidance:  JeffRichards 

1.  ISD  students  and  other  mainstreamed  students  can  now  take  the  SAT  and  ACT,  college  entrance 
exams,  on  the  campus  of  ISD  at  various  times  during  the  school  year. 

2.  ISTEP:  Students  at  ISD  take  the  ISTEP  exam  during  mid-September.  This  year,  the  State  has 
decided  not  to  include  the  science  portion  of  the  exam.  The  exam  currently  covers  math  and 
language  arts.  Letters  have  been  sent  home  to  parents  explaining  the  exam  and  how  they  can  help 
their  student  prepare.  This  year,  ISD  is  able  to  take  advantage  of  extended  time  for  taking  the  test 
along  with  teachers  being  able  to  sign  the  questions  to  the  students  (through  Middle  School). 

VIII.  Family  Resource  Coordinator:  Diane  Jones 

1.  New  Family  Orientation:  Sept.  14th  is  in  need  of  parents  to  volunteer  to  speak  on  the  parent  panel. 

2.  Gallaudet  Reading  Workshop:  Oct.  5th.  Part  I  will  be  held  at  ISD.  This  workshop  is  filling  up  fast. 
There  is  still  room  for  parents  to  attend.  Please  contact  Diane  Jones  if  you  are  interested.  This 
workshop  is  part  of  the  School  Improvement  Plan. 

3.  Grandparents  Day  will  be  held  on  Oct.  17th,  Thursday. 

4.  Bi-Bi  Workshop:  Mary  Dali  and  John  Polstra  will  be  the  parent  facilitators  for  this  workshop.  It 
will  be  all  hands-on  activities  concentrating  on  family  communication  and  identities.  The  tentative 
date  is  Nov.  23rd,  Saturday. 

IX.  Outreach:  Judy  Cass 

1 .  Outreach’s  focus  this  year  is  “How  to  Meet  Our  Responsibilities”.  A  retreat  will  be  held  the  third 
week  of  September.  Outreach  is  also  trying  to  define  their  responsibilities  outside  ISD  and  will  be 
working  with  other  public  schools,  parents  and  families,  organizations,  deaf  community  services,  etc. 
in  accordance  to  the  new  governance  laws  at  ISD. 

2.  Assessment  Staff:  Elementary/Preschool  and  Middle  School/High  School  will  have  their  own 
Audiologist  and  Psychologist. 

3.  In-services  and  Training:  The  focus  will  be  strengthening  evaluation  skills  for  early  childhood  and 
autism. 


4.  Parent  Infant  Program  (PIP):  PIP  is  expanding  their  responsibilities  with  First  Steps  and  the 

Universal  Hearing  Program.  The  State  has  recognized  ISD  for  their  work  with  Deaf  Children  in 

Education. 

5.  Article  7  is  on  ISD’s  website. 

X.  Principal:  Bob  Kovatch 

1 .  School  Calendar  and  !4  Day  Fridays:  In  response  to  parent  concerns  over  too  many  A  days  this 
year,  Bob  Kovatch  explained  how  the  school  calendar  is  developed.  Six  of  the  ten  'A  days  are  for 
accreditation  and  4  are  for  the  end  of  each  quarter.  The  school  calendar  is  develop  and  planned 
with  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind  due  to  transportation  issues.  There  are  180  days  of 
instruction.  The  Department  of  Education  allows  for  10  A  days  that  can  be  counted  as  full  days  if 
students  are  dismissed  after  lunch  at  12:30.  The  proposal  for  the  calendar  is  sent  to  DOE  in  the 
Spring.  Using  A  days  helps  saves  money  for  the  school. 

2.  Beecher  Hall  has  been  demolished.  It  was  located  next  to  Brown  Cafeteria.  The  area  is  fenced  off 
and  students  are  entering  the  cafeteria  through  a  different  entrance  to  avoid  the  construction  site. 
Supervision  around  the  area  has  been  increased. 

XI.  Student  Life:  Debbie  Fetzer 

1.  There  are  many  new  after-school  programs  available  for  day  and  residential  students. 
Student  Life  has  expanded  and  now  serves  both  day  and  residential  students. 
Preschool/Elementary  Day  students  need  to  see  Harriett  Hoffman,  Assistant  Dean  of 
Preschool/Elementary,  to  sign-in  each  day.  Middle  School  and  High  School  Day  students 
are  expected  to  go  straight  to  the  Oriole  Nest  to  sign-in  each  day.  (See  attached  for 
detailed  information.) 

2.  The  Student  Work  Program  has  been  set  up  to  allow  students  to  hold  jobs  after  school. 
These  student  jobs  are  available  to  both  day  and  residential  students.  There  are  25 
positions  in  total.  Student  Life  has  filled  22  out  of  25  positions.  Only  three  positions  are 
vacant.  The  following  positions  that  are  filled  are:  3  -Vending  Machines  Student 
Assistants,  1  -  Oriole’s  Snack  Bar  Student  Manager,  8  -  Oriole’s  Snack  Bar  Student 
Assistants,  4  -  Oriole’s  Reporters,  1  -  Recreation  Student  Manager,  3  -  Recreation 
Student  Assistants,  There  are  three  vacancies  for  the  Student  Life  Center  student 
assistant. 

3.  The  Student  Life  counselor  has  counseling  services  and  provides  social  skills 
workshops/activities  to  all  residential  students.  Day  students  are  welcome  to  participate. 
Please  contact  Cin  Pickering  for  more  information  at  cpickering@isfd,state,in,us. 

4.  The  second  floor  CO-ED  Lounge  has  been  renamed  to  the  Oriole  Nest.
